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HATAWAY'S CASE GOES TO THE JURY. 


The Trial of Young Lingo Begun— The 
Story of the Witnesses Practically 
That Told Heretoiore, 


Griffin, Ga., March 1.—(Special.)}—Hata- 
way's life and liberty were given to the 
jury at noon today. 

Judge Hall concluded his argument this 
morning at fifteen minutes to 10 o'clock, 
having spoken in all two hours. His was 


in detail all the evidence, dwelling with em- 
phasis on the strong points in the defense, 
and attacking with all his power the evi- 
dence of the prosecution. 

Colonel Marcus Beck closed for the state, 
occupying only two hours. His speech was 
universally pronounced the best effort in the 
case. 

He took up the evidence of each witness 
and the statement of Hataway and com- 
mented upon it in a most telling way. Hat- 
away, who sat amid a group of relatives 
inside the bar, had never shown any signs 
of fear until during Colonel Beck's argu- 
ment of his statement. Then it was his 
face showed signs of palor and uneasiness. 
He watched eagerly the prosecuting attor- 
ney as he went through the motion which 
he pictured to the jury Hataway went 
through when he was making the cuts 
across his hand, forehead, and around his 
throat to display as marks of the evidence 
that Baird had attacked him with the knife. 

In thunderous tones with his hand point- 
ing toward Hataway he stated that after 
Hataway had shot Baird he had, with the 
keen blade of his own knife inflicted the 
slight cuts referred to, and in order to 
further make his story a plausible one, he 
had cut his vest and shirt through on the 
left side, and then reaching back had slit a 
gash in the back of his vest to make it ap- 
pear he was cut even after making an effort 
to escape from Baird. It was an awful 
charge, but Mr. Beck was attacking the 
statement of the defendant without mercy, 
and using the strongest language in doing 


80. 

When Colonel Beck concluded at 11:30 
o' clock there was a breathless stillness in 
the room, although it was crowded to al- 
most suffocation. 

A pin drop would have been audible when 
his honor, Judge Boynton, faced the jury 
to deliver his charge. The charge was 
fair and impartial, dwelling on the law and 
the evidence. The last words of the judge 
in his charge were: “If you believe from the 
evidence or Hataway’s statement, that he 
was being attacked as he describes, by 
Baird, then you will be authorized to find 
the defendant not guilty.” The last two 
words of the charge may prove prophetic 
in the finding of the jury. As stated last 
night the jury, save one, is composed en- 
tirely of farmers, some of whom have 
been friends of the defendant for a number 
of years, and, indeed. several of them 
may be considered to have been Hataway’s 
companions while he was engaged in farm- 
ing. 

The Case of Lingo. 

Following the close of the case, which 
has occupied the court’s time since Mon- 
day, the case inst George Lingo, charged 
with the murder of Hénry Smith, the 
tramp, on February 17th, was taken up. 

Thirty-nine jurors were put upon the pris- 
oner before the necessary twelve were. 
selected. The time occupied in the selec- 
tion of the jury was one hour. 

Solicitor Beck then opened the case be- 
fore the jury, outlining the evidence as 
he had heard it before the grand jury, 

Elija Banks was the first witness. Her 
testimony will be readily remembered, as 
she but recently gave it before the coroner’s 
jory of inquest. She did not change her 
testimony on this occasion. She told of 
the visit of Lingo, the woman, Sallie 
Walker, and the murdered man. She iden- 
tified Lingo as one of the men who was 
in her yard, and stated she recognized in 
the dead man, whom she saw next morning, 
as the other man who was in her yard the 
night of the killing. This was about 10 
o'clock at night. Later, about 1 o’clock, 
I heard screaming just above my house. 

Other witnesses examined were J. 
Brown, who told of hearing the woman 
cry out that her brother had been killed; 
Mrs. Sallie Gullege, who testified to the 
same effect; Mrs. Nancy Leach and Mrs. 
Lizzie Crawford, who told of the occur- 
rences of the night as they have been told 
in The Constitution. Jesse Henley, te 
station house keeper, testified to finding 
bloody garments in Lingo’s cell. His testi- 
mony wasn’t exactly as given to the grand 
jury and created a good deal of discussion 
by counsel. 

Dr. J. M. Kelly saw a dend man at the 
city hall, who, the woman said was Henry 
Smith. Made no examination, but saw a 
wound in back of head, near ear. The brain 
was exposed. A sharp rock and a heavy 
blow would break the skull. Don’t know 
dimensions of wound. Dead man would 
weigh about 170 pounds. Was larger and 
more muscular than Lingo. 

After the examination of Dr. Kelly, court 
adjourned until 8:30 tomorrow morning. 
The jury is composed of R. B. Clifford, J. E. 
Gardens, William Patrick, W. D. McEI- 
henney, farmer; B. Moore, bookkeeper; 
T. H. Drewry, M. J. Evans, farmers; J. B.

NEWS NOTES FROM MADISON. 


Death of a Prominent Citizen—Points About 
People. 

Madison, Ga., March 1.—(Special.)— 
William C. Peacock, a natjve citizen of Mad- 
ison and a jovial, clever man, died here of 
pneuminia after an illness of several days.

GEORGE GENTRY SAYS HE'S REFORMED, 


And That He Has Religion—He Says He’s

Out of Jail. 


Carrollton, Ga., March 1.—(Special.)— 
J. H. L. Benford, James Benford and 
two Cofer boys were before the court yes- 
terday charged with burglary, riot and 
for not keeping the peace.

A Pitiful Scene in the Ordinary’s Court—A 
Strong Mind Shattered—A (Strong 
wil Dethroned. 


It was a pitiful scene. The trial of ex- 
attorney general of Robert N. Ely, 
for lunacy. 


There stood the tottering form of the 
once gifted Georgian protesting in discon- 
nected sentences and silly arguments against 
the proceedings of the ordinary’s court. 

The picture was just the kind that would 
arouse the soul of the immortal Dickens 
to paint a weird character sketch from 
the old man’s life. It was 80 unseemly 
and yet so sad and pathetic. 

Robert N. Ely was attorney general of 
the state of Georgia under Governor Col- 
quitt. He was an able and successful law- 
yer, He was one of the brainiest men of 
the state at that time and had won golden 
opinions at the bar throughout the south. 
He had made as much. as $25,000 in one 

gle’ case as a fee, it being in some of 
ay — n. the * Wild land grants 
n state o rgia. e had won man 
a hard legal fight before the courts of the 
state of Georgia and was brilliant especi- 
ally as a civil lawyer where circumspection 
and broadmindedness come into play most. 
But the loss of the office of attorney 
general, when the right of appointment was 
taken from the governor and put in the 

ands of the people, brought a gloom over 
the mind of Colonel Ely and from that mo- 
ment his troubles began. 

And the next to the last chapter in the 
old man’s life—the last chapter will be his 
death—found him yesterday in the court of 
ordinary tried for lunacy.

When Solicitor Charley Hill was sworn 
in as the first witness in the case there 
was a good deal of interest to know what 
would be the turn of his testimony. He 
made a very touching little speech, declaring 
that he had known Colonel ly in the days 
pone by before the sere and yellow leaf 

ad come to his life and he knew him of 
today and it gave him pain to observe the 
two pictures. Once he was as gifted a 
lawyer as had ever plead a case. He had 
been charmed by his eloquence and power 
of thought. Today he looked upon the man 
demented. It was his opinion that Colonel 
Ely was at least demented. e cl 
with the statement that he thought that the 
asylum was the place for him. 

What's the use, said Colonel Ely with 
a fiendish laugh. “They have carried me 
there once and couldn't keep me.“ 

Here the unfortunate man raised a racket 
in the courtroom. He declared that Ordi- 
nary Calhoun was not proceeding with the 
case in a perfectly legal way. He took 
issue with him on several fancied trans- 
gressions of the law and vaguely hinted 
of certain pages of law where such and such 
a ruling could be found. 

My mind is as strong today as it ever 

he exclaimed with that air of the ora- 
tor-lawyer that he once was. “I ought to be 
consulted in this matter according to the 
law. It is a palpable outrage that I am not 
allowed to make my statement.“ 

But Ordinary Calhoun assured him that 
he would be allowed to make his statement 
at the proper time and he was quieted. 

I'll swear I never saw that man before,“ 
shouted Colonel Ely when Officer ney 
swore to the effect that he had been ob- 
serving him of late and was of the opinion 
that he was insarfe., 

en Mr. Jordan, who was at one time 
a lawyer in the office with the ex-attorney 
general, swore to the same effect 
and told about how he used to pay the old 
man rent for his office when he was in with 
him in the practice of law, Colonel Ely 
arose and with the same manner that used 
to characterize his speeches before the high 
courts of the country, said in a calm and 
lawyer-like tone: 

“May it please the court, this man tells 
about paying rent. He never paid me a cent 
rent in his life.“ 

Thus the trial went on and it was full of 
pathetic interest. When all of the wit- 
nesses had testified in the case, Ordinary 
Calhoun told Colonel Ely to make his 
statement. He proceeded in much the same 
strain that characterized his frequent in- 
terruptions and made a full declaration of 
the point at issme. He spoke like a law- 
yer on certain points, that is to say in 
manner but not in the wisdom of the law. 
He said that he wanted money. That he 
was not insane, and the reason he wan- 
dered about the streets a cast-off vagabond 
in appearance was use he was cast 
off by his family. His sister had been one 
of the witnesses in the case and had sworn 
that she had repeatedly tried to keep him 
at her home in the southern part of the 
state, but that he would every time run 
away and come to Atlanta. He took issue 
with her on this t and said he had been 
badly treated by his whole family. He said 
if he had been paid one per cent of the 
en to his relatives he 
would be well off today. “Why, I tried to 
save the state $100, at one clip but 
the governor would not allow me, and then 
he went to work to beat me for the place 
of attorney general. It's money, not brains 
that I need—’ and thus be went on to 
telling this and that, 
with no bearing whatever upon the case 
before the court. : 

It did not take the jury long to reach 
the verdict of lunacy. The old man was 
taken to the jail last night where he will 
pe ke t until he is taken to the asylum at

Brack Pritchett, the Murderer of Marshal 
Hunt, Goes for Lift, 
THE END OF A BLOODY GHAPTER 


The Terrible Riot of July 4th Five Years 
Ago Recalled — Prichett’s Es- 
cape Saved His Neck. 


| 


Brack Pritchett, the negro who murdered 
Marshal Hurst, of Decatur, five years ago, 
was yesterday found guilty and sentenced 
to a term of life imprisonment in the state 
penitentiary. 

Pritchett’s trial began Monday and closed 
yesterday morning with the verdict as al- 
ready stated. Pritchett will be sent to the 
coal mines next week. 

This trial and sentence closes. a bloody 
chapter in the criminal history of the state, 
and a chapter made thrilling by one of the 
worst riots the state has known of recent 
years. 

Everybody remembers the terrible Fourth 
of July, five years ago, when the peace of 
th quiet little village of Decatur was so 
rudely disturbed by a riot led on one side 
by a mob of drunken negroes, and on the 
other by the brave marshal of Decatur with 
as many citizens of the place as he could 
get together to assist him in preserving 
order. 

The negroes of the county were celebrating 
the day by a Sunday jubilee, and many 
blacks from this city were present dnd 
whisky flowed freely. Toward the after- 
noon half of the negroes on the ground were 
in a state of lawlessness produced by

under arrest, and summoniug three citizens 
to his aid started to the calaboose with 
him. The riotous negroes followed declar- 
ing their intention of taking the prisoner 
from the officers at the risk of tLer lives. 

ibe arbor was located some distance 
north of the town and the officers carried 
the prisoner down the railroad track. 

About half-way between the arbor and the 
calaboose, they were met by_three or four 
negroes who demanded the release of the 
prisoner. 

Of course, the officers refused, and shots 
were exchanged. The negro prisoner was 
shot dead, and Brack Pritchett, one of the 
negroes who had demanded release of 
the prisoner, shot Marshal Hurst. The 
marshal died from the effect of his wounds 
a few hours later. 

Pritchett esca and for five years he 
remained in hiding. Last November he 
was located in Chattanooga, and after a 
hard fight with the officers, he was arrested. 
He has been going under an assumed name 
since his escape. 

_Pritchett has been in the Atlanta jail 
since his arrest. He has been a bad pris- 
oner, and a week ago led an attempt to 
break jail. He and thirteen other desper- 
ate prisoners attempted to follow the tac- 
tics of Asbury Gentry and his comrades, 
and hid themselves in the identical spot 
where Gentry had hidden. The coolness of

Pritchett was carried to Decatur Monday 
when his trial was He was rep- 
resented by Jordan & Robinson, who con- 
ducted the defense in a most able manner. 
The trial ended yesterday with a verdict of 
guilty. The murderer is one of the worst 
negroes in the state. If he had been tried 
a few months after the brutal killing he 
would have been h

DEATH OF MR. DONALDSON.
